iiy father owned a large estate which by inherifcunc-' in 1.921 
went to' my older brother Bari Ludwig Hi chard, born 27 Feb re r. ry 1399 , 
and his wife Thais nee Uountess Luder:-: Vietnam, a relative so the 
late caar of .bus sis. at -the outbreak of world war I my father 
volunteered for the army and was killed in action on the Russian 
front as captain (cavellery) on 30 October 1914. Since :ny mother- 
to whose estate 1 was destined to succeed; we a responsible for my 
education, •“'he x'ortunes as invested in land have beer, seized by 
the Soviet Union and Poland respectively after -orld .*ar II. I was 
privately schooled at home until 1921. 

1921-1952 

From iv2l to 1926 I went to a public school in Konigsberg 
(now Kaliningrad) where I completed exams in 19SC>. Aft--r completing 
school I went to England and took law courses at London University. 
During the same time I was apprentice with a shipping firm belonging 
to the ftoval Kail Steamship Company (Lloyd Bilbao) . In 1923 I joined 
the East Asia Trading House C. Illfees Company in Hamburg and stayed, 
there until 1950. During same period I also took law courses at 
Hamburg University. From summer 1950 to 1951 I was man ager to the 
Oberon Investment' and Development Company both in Berlin ar.d Vienna 
(at that time this firm had far reaching' international financial 
connections) . At the same time I acquired a lime factory in Upper 
Silesia (Doper Silesian Lime and Cement Works, Ltd., a firm regis- 
tered in London) ., From l'->31 I represented the investment interests 
of several promoting and investment houses in London on the cor.’- 
tinent, esoe daily in Central and South Esst Europe. 

1932-1937* 

Since I had been destined for diplomatic service, my education 
and family connections eased matters in that direction, and after a 
banking ourss wish the Bank flir Industrieobligationen (1952) , I was 
.entrusted with the negotiations in ‘h.ilgaria for the erection of 
automatic- telephones and ether industrial development in the Balkans 
and Asia Liner*, both with international finance and diplomatic sup- 
port. As from that time my connections with the Foreign Office were 
close, and from then on I commenced’ intelligence work on economical 
and political natters* owing to these connections I concluded 'an 
agreement with the Foreign Office for- the recovery of a hidden 
treasure from world war I in falestino* At one same time natler 
assumed power in Gemany. I was informed by the - Foreign Office that

in practice uhr.t trade possibilities existed, at the same time 
advising the -oreign Office on desirable steps in trrde. When I 
reentered Oermanv in summer It 5o I found that especially the 



foreign organization (Auslandsorm anisation) of the -i.SDAP was trying 
to nrever:t~auy connection between me and German industries. I \va3 
advised to arrange natters with the NSDAF by clandestinely becoming 
an ,! old member 1 ' which was made possible by a former servant of our 
family, then holding an Important position with the bSDAJP. He * 
arranged for r. predated entry (193*2) and i got a membership number 
of 934212 , /.gainst hope this step did not pacify matters in the 
least. I was "under threat of being arrested end fled Germany in 
December 1935. From abroad I myself tried to straighten matters 
out , my friends tried the sane in Germany, and it appeared th at no 
difficulties would arrise in the future. 

1957-1939 



When I reentered on advice in 1937, I found, that the party 
still tried to ”get me' 1 (reasons they gave, were my international 
entinazi connections)* In the meantime most of my former friends in 
Foreign Office had been released from office, and they strictly 
advised me, for safety reasons, to establish an independent economical 
position. The reason, that I did return to Germany at all, v/as, tnat 
my property w as still there which I tried to remove. With, the el 
support of'ny banking connections I passed the exam as foreign 
exchange counsellor in February 1950. In the meantime ray friends 
had arranged for me fea contact with two ranking SS officers, one in 
economy and one in intelligence, who were willing, to supply pro 
tection against 11 payment 11 . Although the party still tried to inter- 
vene witn^any step I did, this protection proved strong enough to . 
give me cover, it proved even successfully whei) in winter 137/SB, 

I for the first time was arrested by Gestapo. In March lu36 I- 
married Brigitte Klenzendorf f , out of this marriage a son was bom 
in July 1**39 (Gisbert Otto Richard Ernst), the marriage v/as divorced 
ir. 1942* Ir. December 1953 I received a passport and travelled to 
/. erica to try to find an economical background for my emigration. 
After my return, I first had to wait for the child’s birth and 
arranged matters for a transfer of my capital, but was held up 
by the out creak of world war II.

I was' called back f ro:a‘ Kuciani a • Vith tremendous luc^ I had corrupted 
high ranking nasi s by making them support Ii’on u-uardists, wo.ich 
eventually saved my neck, since I had already been destined for 
immediate execution by Heydrich. I had sufficient time to contact my 
circle, who through channels for some time influenced Goering and 
Himmler in this matter - the affair eventually led to a breach that 
lasted for months between German political intelligence and Ribbsntrop, 
and to a cutting out of the Foreign Office from active intelligence 
work. In Kerch 1941 I was sent to Sofia (Bulgaria) to secure the 
safe transport of remaining ranking Iron Guardi sts from Rumania, who , 
if caught,* were mostly executed by Antonescu’s government. In Sofia 
I was informed that I* was choseH as chief of intelligence in 
Northern Greece its occupation, the war had just been declared 

on Greece by Germany. 'The group which I was supposed to command was 
flown to Sofia and from there I reached Salonica with the spearhead 
of intruding German troop's. The writ sen order was made cut by the 
German nigh Goiamand, a copy which I kept for the future .was taken 
from me, when I was arrested in 1941 together with all papers per- 
taining to any activity. I found that the "work" consisted of mainly . 
arresting Greek personalities on force of a wanted list, who were 
then interned, when after one week of arrest no further orders 
arrived, I orotested against arrests without screening, for that I 
was severely rebuked. I protested grain and asked for my immediate 
release, whereto I did not receive an answer. About the 10 Kay 341 
"(the invasion of Greece had commenced at the beginning of April 
l-^il) I managed tc ' see Himmler in Athens and asked 'for my discharge , 
which was granted, ky argumentation ran on the line that work 
entrusted to me was a police matt- v of which I had no knowledge.

f.y circle informed me than this tine there seer. eh little hope 
for my safety. they advised me to volunteer in the Amy, which I 
rvfurod. L’ro:: the beginning of Ivi-h I was under medical treatment 
and had two operations performed on me, v;kich kept me in hospital 
until July 1^2. After a recuperation leave I returned to Vienna -rfiere 
1 was arrested on 3 September 1942 hr Gestapo. Under heavy guard X 
was trsnsf erre-a to corli r., where I was imprisoned at the cellar 
prison ar Gestapo i'oadsuarters in single confinement, for the major 
time until. April 1*43.’ :ly first Interrogation commenced after three 
months, in tine meantime I -was practically starved - when I left 
prison (although during the last two months I badamuch better food) 

I* weighted 52 kilos, entering prison with 3G kilo w. horlily and me nt aL 
pressure was terrific, but since I did not give up, and Gestapo did 
net find any f;-.cts - last enact least since my eircle did everything 
in the way of bribery and persuafeion - I was released- During the 
investigation it was found that, as already mentioned, I held w 
re a! SS membership end that my party membership was also n somehow 
mysterious” • I was informed , when released, that I would be u^Snder 
supervision, but had. to 'fear nothing as long as I worked for german 
victory. After recovery of health I, with the help of my circle, 
got a position as manager of the Austrian branch of a pharmaceutical 
firm, that had strong connections with Abvvehr. On several later 
occasions an Abwehr officer, who ’.vas paid a monthly salary for such 
help, confirmed that I was inriespensr.ble for Abwehr operations. In 
reality nothing existed in that line apart from the payment to his 
benefit, and that I provided cover for a French girl friend of his 
with our factory. Through mv economical position I could save several 
members of our group, declaring then -again with subversive support - 
as essential for industry. .When in February 1945 I v;us*. again 
summoned to Gestapo Vienna, the Abwehr officer for the last time 
was able to intervene bn my behalf. Shortly afterwards I was once 
more arrested but released against a bribe of 10,000 marks. I then 
. fled with my wife- 1 had married on 13 October 1943 Huth von Pfaundler;. 
my wife and her parents mere racially persecuted, her father held an 
important government oo sit ion prior to 1333, and after 1945 took 
same vp again- and there worked with the branch of the same resistance 
circle ( f ’nr05 u ),. In April 1945 I was caught on a sabotage mission 
by u German Army detachment but managed to fles at the last moment.
